SPRINGFIELD, Hl., March 16.— The investiga- 
tion of the Harding charges against the Railroad 
Com missioners was resumed this afternoon. 

Harding offered in evidence the documents in 
the old complaints of several parties against 
various railroads for extoruon and discrimina- 
tion. He also desired to offer the freight tariffs 
ot all the railroads in the State, so as to show 
wherein they differed from the Commissioners’ 
schedules. 

A wrangle ensued as to the necessity of fur- 
nishing copies of the tariffs. Finally it was 
agreed that reference could be made to all the 
documents on file in the office of the Railroad 
Commission, 

Harding hoped they would remain on file. 

Bogue indignantiy repelled the insinuation 
that anybody in the office of the Commission 
would steal any papers. 

Harding retracted the imputation, and peace 
reigned for a minute, when Senator Callon said 
the record should show that 

THE DOCUMENTS CALLED FOR / 
were duly presented to and considered ag evi- 
dence by the Committee. 

This question was finally adjusted to the satis- 
faction of everybody. 

George M. Bogue was the first witness called. 
He had hardly taken his seat when Harding 
broke loose again about the records 
in the office of the Commissioners. 
He wanted to send for a lot of the 
papers, and another wrangle occurred, in tue 
course of which.speeches were made by Senators 
Fifer, Condee, White, Lanning, and others. 
Quiet was finaily restored,and Harding resumed 
the examination of the witness. 

Bogue said that, after careful consideration 
of the matter and all the legal perpiexities in- 
volved, the Board had determined they nad com- 
menced ali the necessary suits, and hence de- 
clined to enter upon any more. They declined 
to enter upon any suits except in aggravated 
cases, and hence 
ARBITRATED ALMOST EVERY COMPLAINT. 


Mr. Bogue read from the report of 1878, recited 


the legal status of cases pending, and defining 
the policy of arbitration pursued py the Com- 
missioners, and which proved very satisfactory 
to all parties cennected. See pages 17 and 18 of 
the report of 1878. The report was printed in 
the newspapers in the December previous. The 
celebrated Jacksonville coal case was hauled 
out of obscurity and rehesrsed at length. It 
was the only suit brought by the Commission. 
The principal witness became insane, and the 
case is still pending. The cases pending at the 
time of the report were the Burlington and 
Iilinois Central,which were decided last summer. 

Harding wished to know the difference in the 
points between the Ruggies case and the ones 
just mentioned. 

Bogue remarked he was not a lawyer, and 
could not tell. There were other cases besides 
the ones spoken of, but he declined to name 
them. 

WHEN THE COMMISSIONERS HEARD OF RU- 

MORED EXTORTIONS 
they sometimes notified the railroads without 
any written complaints. Many cases which were 
investigated were not placed on record, not be- 
ing deemed of sufficient importance. The Com- 
missioners made many examinations in 
various counties along the Ohio & Missis- 
sippi and other roads in Southern and 
Central Illinois in 1878, and im the 
last two years on the lines in the northern part 
of the State. The witness visited Peoria in the 
spring of 1878, and examined the railroad and 
warehouse business there. A record was kept 
of these visits. 

Harding wanted the record, and another 
wranugie vccurred about its production. Hard- 
ing proceeded with the examination. 

Bogue said the Board had never examined the 
books of any railroad company. It bad exam- 
ined the officers in cases of complaints. The 
Board knew that the roads were charging above 
and below the Commissioners’ schedule. They 
had determined to make 

A REVISION OF THEIR SCHEDULE. 
After the decision of the Sypreme Court in 
the cases cited, the Board consulted with the 
Attorney-General, who said the policy of the 
Commission was a wise oue. The law was not 
settied at the time, as the Board was advised by 
counsel. 

Harding wanted to get at the exact advice 
given by the counsel, and Bogue proceeded to 
explain all about it, when the prosecution in- 
sisted on u direct answer. 

A wrangie ensued, after which Bogue ex- 
plained how the counsel coincided with 
the policy of the Commissioners. Witness 
was advised of the policy at the different 
points. The first one was at Bioomington. The 
Commissioners thought it was wrong; made a 
full investigation; thought that injustice was 
done to some of the neighboring stations.

FIRE RECORD. 


MUNGER’S LAUNDRY. 

The alarm from Box 8 at 8 o'clock last even- 
ing was caused by the discovery of fire in a 
double two-story and basement brick building 
at Nos. 1345 and 147 Wabash avenue, owned by 
8. H. Thomson, and occupied by G. M. and L. 
Munger as a laundry. The fire appears to 
have originated in the basement, somewhere 
about the boilers, and was probably caused by a 
spark from the fire beneath them setting 
fire to gome refuse, It was discovered 
by John Miller, 4 porter employed 
in the laundry, who lives -next door 
north. While going into the house he saw 
smoke issuing in quantities from a window, and 
within the basement seemed to be all in a blaze. 
Upon running around to the officein front Miller 
found Edward and William Timmons, employés 
who room on the second floor. seated in of- 
fice entirely ignordat that the premises were 
atire. The office is itioned off from the work- 
room, and the smoke had not yet made its way to 
that porton of the building. Young Edward 
Timmons ran toturn inthe alarm. The Depart- 
ment responded promptly, but it was some time 
befure they couid get directly at the tire, wich 
had made its way from the meut upon a stair- 
— into the drying-rooms back of the office, 
and thence ſuto the joists and flooring of the 
second story. The building is damaged to the 
extent of $1 or $2,000, and is insured in Mr. 
Cummings’ Agency for $10,000. Tho front naif 
of it was built snortly after the great fire by Mr. 
Thomson, and was for a time used by nim fora 
restaurant. To accommodate Munger's ae 
business it has been enlarged until it was 1 
feet deep. 

The Messrs. Munger estimate their loss at 
from 8 500 to $3,000, which is covered by $23,000 
insurap distributed tu some  fif- 
teen different companies. laua- 
dry was Funoing at capacity, 
and tne clothing in y ing.

The engineer, Dan 
Vincer, left the premises about au hour before 
the firc broke out, and weut home. He is a care- 
ful, trustworthy man, and may be able to throw 
some light upon the affair to-day. 


A FURNITURE FACTORY. 

At 8:40 o’clock yesterday evening Pull Ernst, 
the night watehman at Koenig, Henning & 
Gamer's furniture factory, on the northwest 
cornerof North Green and Pratt streets, dis- 
covered that a quantity of furniture stored in 
the basement of the building was on fire. Ge 
turned in au alarm from Box No. 338, but by the 
time the engines arrived the flames, which 
found a passage-way upwards through a shav- 
ing chute to the upper stories, bad gained a 
strong hold on tbe building,. and. it was 
deemed advisable to turn in a second alarm. 
The main portion of the factory on Green. street 
is a solid brick etructure, but the in which 
the fire occurred is of frame, whies, being filled 
with furniture stock, provided the materiai for 
a big fire. The firemen, however, attacked the 
flames vigorously, and saved the building after 
comparatively little damage had been 
caused. Of the origin of the fire nuthing is 
known, asonly fifty minutes before be disoov- 
ered it the watchman examiued tue place where 
it broke out, and found everything in good or- 
der. The principal damage done was by water, 
and was estimated by Capt. Bullwinkle at $500, 
and by tue engineer ot the fectory at $3,000. The 
building and iis contents are both fully insured.

A GOOD HAUL. 
STOCKS, AND 
JEWELRY wont $1,000,000. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
. New Yor, March 16.—One of the most start- 
ling and exteusive rooberies that has ever oo- 
curred in this city was perpetrated to-day, under 
circumstances which evince almost unppralleled 
boldness and skill on the part ef the thieves. In 
broad daylight two or more men succeeded in 
entering a large apartment house filled with 
people on a populous street, evading the serv- 
ants with which the house was supplied, and, 
breaking in the apartments of one of the occu- 
pants, carried off bonus, certificates of stock, 
and jeweiry to the value of nearly $1,000,000. 
After completely ransacking the rooms in the 
abseace of the occupants, they escaped without 
detection with their valuable booty, and left 

ABSOLUTELY NO TRACE BEHIND 

them. The matter was reported to the police 
authorities as soon as the gigantic theft was dis- 
covered, but it was not until an early bour this 
morning that a reporter was enabled to learn 
the circumstances of the case, which the de- 
tectives have made every effort to eonceal for 
reasous best known to themselves. 

Mr. Abram E. Simons, a stationer and printer 
doing business at No. John street, resides with 
his wife in a suite of rooms on the second floor 
in the large. apartment house at No. 177 Bast 
Seventy-second street. Between 5 and 6 o'clock 
last evening Mr. Simons and his wife were ab- 
sent fora short time from home. On their re- 
turn they found that 

THEIR ROOMS HAD BEEN BROKEN OPEN, 
and literally every article of furniture and 
every closet or other receptacle where 
valuables could have been conceaied had been 
thorvughly ransacked. Every room was in con- 
fusion, and the tluors were covered with the 
contents of the drawers of bureaus and secre- 

ries. Mr. Simons printing bonds and 
stock certificates for some railroad company or 
some companies whose names bave not been 
learned, and nearly $1,000,000 worth of these 
securities ne bad taken to his rooms for 
safe keeping and concealment. They are un- 
signed by the proper officers, but it is said were 
otherwise complete. Every one of these bonds 
and certificates were taken, together with $2,000 
worth of jewelry and valuabies belonging to 
Mr. and Mrs. Simons. 

AN INVESTIGATION BY THE DETECTIVES, 
who were speedily summoned, satisfied them 
that the thieves had evidently entered the 
bouse by the basement doors and climbed into 
the inclosure where the dumb-waiter runs. By 
means of this machine they had hoisted them - 
selves up tothe second floor, where they had 
easily broken down the frail doors of the closet 
opening into Mr. Simons’ kitchen from the lift 
or dumb-waiter, which is used for sending coal, 

, garbage, ete., to and from the cel- 
lar. Once in the apartment they seemed to 
know where to look for their booty, and 
bad made the most of their time. and — 2 
successfully the same way in which they bad 
entered. securities, as stated. were un- 
signed, and, if the thieves succeed in skillfully 
forging the r they may de 
enabled to negotiate stolen paper.

The pro-slavery doughfaces were very strong 
in Southern Indiana in the old days; and 
their influence was not overcome, us in 
Illinois, by immigration from New England 
‘and the free Middle States. Even when 
emancipation was accomplished the prejudice 
against negro-suffrage prevailed. It has al- 
ways been a difficult job to amend the Indi- 
diana Constitution. Two Legislatures must 
vote favorably, and then the whole subject 
be referred to the people. The Republicans 
never had power long enough to get this rot- 
ten timber out of the way. Happily the job 
has been done, in connection with other re- 
forms. There is no reason now why an In- 
dianian should not take down the amended 
Constitution of his State and read it without 
a blush. 


Tux Democrats yesterday abandoned their 
effort to force an organization of the Senate 
pending the vacancies on the Republican 
side. In moving to adjourn for the day, 
after an ineffectual effort to reach a vote, Mr. 
Beck said that perhaps it was better, after 
all, that the Republican Administration 
should be permitted to have the backing of a 
Republican Senate.

MAHONE AND DAVIS. 

The attitude taken by Mahone, of Virginia, 
in the United. States Senate has caused a 
great deal of sensation owing to the courage 
which it was necessary for him to exhibit in 
resisting the Bourbon assaults. As a matter 
of fact, however, the position of Judge Davis 
in the Senate is vastly more inconsistent than 
Mahone’s can possibly be construed to be. 
Senator Manone made an open and avowed 
fight against Bourbonism in Virginia and 
routed it. His candidacy for the Senate was 
well understood during the canvass. The 
party which he led triumphed over the Bour- 
bons with a coalition of 84,000 Republican votes 
and 36,000 anti-Bourbon Democrstic votes. tie 
owes his present position to the support of the 
Republicans, who turned the scale in his be- 
half. Indeed, had it not been thata large pro- 
portion of the Republican voters of Virginia 
had been disfranchised by the Bourbens 
under the operation of the poll-tax law, he 
would have received almost enough Repub- 
lican votes to elect. him without any Demo- 
cratic support. Hiscourse in affiliating with 
the Kepublicans in the Senate is justified, 
therefore, both by his declared antagonism 
to the Bourbons and the fealty due the Re- 
publican voters who made up the bulk of 
his supporters, and who still stand solidly by 
him. 

The position of Judge Davis in acting with 
the Democrats is very different. Hecontends 
that, in voting with the Democrats on the 
question of ofganization, he is governed by 
two motives—viz.: (1) Because he was elected 
by the Democrats to his seat in the Senate; 
and (2) because he voted two years ago for 
the present organization and cannot consist- 
ently vote to displace it now. Both these 
reasons can be easily shown to be founded in 
misconception. 

Judge Davis was in no sense the Demo- 
cratic candidate for the United States Senate 
in this State. He did not put in an appear- 
ance during the campaign. He was never 
thought of by the Deniocrats. Their candi- 
date was ex-Gov. John M. Palmer. It was 
upon Palmer’s name that the Democrats 
made their fight, and Palmer subsequently 
became their caucus nominee. Judge Davis 
was and had been for twenty years known 
throughout the State as a Republican. He 
was then a Judge on the United States Su- 
preme Bench, holding his appointment from 
a Republican President and contirmed by a 
Republican Senate. There came to be a 
dead-lock in the IIIinois Legislature. The 
Democrats were not strong enough to elect 
their caucus candidate by .a dozen 
votes, nor the Republicans strong enough to 
elect theirs by two votes. The small body of 
Independents, consisting of men who were 
partly Greenbackers and partly Grangers, 
were determined that they would not vote 
for a Democrat under any circumstances.

It is not easy to conceive how Judge Davis 
cau regard himself as under any obligation 
to vote with the Southern Bourbons under 
these circumstances. It is very evident that 
the Independents who controlled bis election 
would not vote with the Democrats if they

Senate, since they repeatedly refused 
in the Legislature to vota for any 
Democrat whatsoevér. Had Judge Davis 
been a Democrat he could not have been 
élected any more than Gov. Palmer. Con- 
sequently there was no claim upon him after 
his election to vote with the Democrats; and, 
now that Lilinois is overwhelmingly Repub- 
lican, there is more reason than ever why he 
should vote as a Republican in order to rep- 
resent fairly the political sentiment of his

We 
can understand that the vote of an Independ- | 
ent Senator could be influenced by a consid- 
eration of this kind. Now, however, there is 
no question either as to the election of a Re- 
publican President or as to the public sen- 
timent in regard to the legislative majority. 
Indeed Judge Davis himself declared on the 
floor of the Senate the other day that he de- 
sires the success of Garfield’s Administra- 
tion, and announced his intention to give his 
“cordial support” to measures calculated to. 
insure that success. Under these conditions 
there is just as powerful a reason why Judge 
Davis, as an independent Republican, should 
vote to give President Garfield the support of 
a Republican Senate as there was why, feel- 
ing as he did, he should have been impelled 
two years azo to place himself in antag- 
onism to the Hayes Administration. The 
essential change in conditions ought to have 
brought about a corresponding change of 
position in the mind of an independent polit- 
ical thinker, whereas Judge Davis’ affilia- 
tion with the Democrats now warrants some 
doubt of the sincerity of his professed good- 
will toward the new Administration. 

From all this it certainly appears that Sen- 
ator Mahone’s attitude is much more consist- 
ent than that of Judge Davis. The former, 
though originally a Democrat, makes com- 
mon cause with the Republicans, because it 
is the only means at his command to break 
away from the hateful dictation of the Bour- 
bons. The latter, though a Republican, and 
still expressing sympathy and support for the 
new Republican Administration, votes with 
the Democrats upon grounds that would be 
insufficient to justify such action under any 
circumstances. It consistency is to be the 
test in a comparison instituted between Sen- 
ators Mahone and Davis, certainly the for- 
mer’s position is the more commendable of 


the two.

THE HOGHIN DIPLOMACY. 

From, the days when the devil got into the 
swine, they have been much-abused animals. 
They have been scoffed at and reviled. They 
have served for uncomplimentary compari-, 
sons, Ulustrations for proverbs in a malicious 
or selfish sense, and pertinent points for 
morals. If a man is a glutton, he is styled a 
“hog.” It be is filthy, he is “dirtier than a 
hog.” If he is very mean, he is as mean 
as a hog.” If he isa skluflint, he is as con- 
temptible as a hog.” If he is corpulent, he 
is fat as a pig.” If he is caught in a tight 
place, he is a “hog under a fence.” If he is 
slow, hes as lazy as a hog.“ If he is per- 
verse, he is as “ obstinate as a hog,“ and so 
on through the whole gamut of censorious 
eptthets, though we believe he has never yet 
been accused of heresy, slander, or gossip, 
but he is charged with “lying down” and 
“squealing.” A slatternly woman’s house 
is always a “pig-pen.” It is huried 
as a reproach against the female 
that you cannot make a purse out of 
ear, and against the impractica- 
Lilities of her consort that a whistle cannot 
be made out of a pig’s tall, though why 
either these auditory or caudal appendages 
should ever be used for such purposes, when 
other material is better adapted, has never 
been explained. Itis simply an illustration 
of the popular prejudice, most inconsistently 
manifested: for it would be just as pertinent 
to say that you cannot make a leather pocket- 
book out ofa hen, ora trombone out of a 
bea-constrictor. Even more extraordinary 
than this is the constant reproachful allusion 
to the “casting of pearis before swine.” 
Why before swine? Would any other ani- 
mal—horse, cow, goat, donkey, goose, or 
cat, excent the ostrich, who could make a 
meal of them—manifest any more interest 
in precious stones asa study, or any closer 
appreciation.of their beauty? If a man is 
too mean to convey intestinal organs to a 
hog, is he not too mean to perform that ex- 
traordinary commission for any other ani- 
mal? 

The injustice of this persecution is all the 
more apparent, viewed in the light of prog- 
ress. These prejudices have come down 
from old times, with all their original bitter- 
ness unchanged, though the hog has made 
decided advancement as a social animal, far 
more than the cat, which is the pampered 
nuisance in every household, without half 
the independence of the hog on ice, or cow, 
which has nota tithe of his intelligence, not 
to mention the sheep, who knows nothing ät 
all. No account is taken, however, of the 

higher plane he occupies, or of the efforts he 
has made at self-amelioration. It would be 
just as consistent to ignore the progress 
which old ladies have made sinve colonial 
times and haag every one of them for a 
witch who looks upon a young maiden or is 
found near a broom as to continue to villify 
the hog because his ancestors were unques- 
tionably very undesirable, and unsocial, and 
plebeian even. There was a time when the hog 
was a fera natura in IIlinois,— and we single 
out our own State because outside of its 
limits there are nocultured hozs. He roamed 
the woods, picking up a precarious living. 
He strolled about the streets, as insolent and 
as dirty as any two-legged tramp. He wan- 
dered unbidden into housewives’ kitchens. 
He rubbed his back against the mansions of 
the wealthy, careless how much filth he left 
on the walls. He rooted through pretty 
flower-gardeus and defied arrest, for when 
pursued he could run like a hound. He 
made nothing of upsetting small and irri- 
tating boys with his tusks, and was as bellig- 
erent asa mule whenever any one protest- 
ed. And at night he invariably sought the 
most unctuous ooze for a bed. But he has 
changed since those days. He no longer 
roams at large. He has local habitations, 
which are kept clean for him. He makes no 
objection to ablution. He sleeps upon clean 
straw. He is quiet, modest, even refined in 
his habits, and has that air of slow and ele- 
gant ease pecullar to aristocracy, and 
that sififfy bearing peculiar to “cul- 
chah.” He has made great advance- 
ment in education also, and has more 
than once in public showed his ability to 
master easy games of cards like Solitaire, 
Old Maid, and Pedro, toselect any letter from 
the alfabet when calied for, and even to per- 
form short sums in arithmetic not requiring 
more mathematical profundity than the rule 
of three,—thas evincing intellectual ability 
much more promising than that displayed by 
horses and dogs, who cannot get further than 
playing see-saw, standing on their heads, or 
dancing to slow music,—feats which any hog 
would sneer at. 

With such progress as this it is not sur- 
prising that the hog is now figuring con- 
Spicuously in diplomacy, and has boldly 
walked in among the stars, garters, and rib- 

‘bons, demanding that his status shall be rec- 
oghized. The Czar’s death has disordered 
Russian alliances. The Eastern question al- 
ready illumines the political horizon of 
Europe with fitful flashes. Turk and 
Greek stand scowling at each other 
with their hands on their sword-hilts. 
The breech-clouted Ashantees are threaten- 
ing England. The Boers have com- 
pelled her to grant an armistice. 
The Portuguese are rioting about the streets

meet him. Her Britannic Majesty’s Consul 
in Philadelphia is sending diplomatic dis- 
patches to her Britannic Majesty’s Minister 
in Washington, and it is to be credited to H. 
B. M. M.’s impartiality that he-does not take 
much stock in H. B. M. C.’s slanders about 
our Chicago hog. Belgium is already here; 
and England, Austria, Germany, 
Spain, and Portu are on the way, to 
investigate the hog on his native heath. It 
behooves our packers and farmers therefore 
to be on the alert and give the hog a fair 
chance. We have no fears for him if justice 
is done. We know that diplomacy will be 
prepossessed in his favor, and that after they 
have interviewed him they will fd that this 
tempest in a teapot does not arise from chol- 
era or trichinosis, but from Crump’s disor: 
dered fancies. There may be hogs that have 
the cholera, asthereare men that have it. 
There may be hogs that have caravans of 
trichine making pilgrimages through them, 
for hogs as well as humans are some- 
times vermieular. All we ask is, that di- 
plomacy come here unprejudiced, and there 
need be no fear that the hog will not go 
through the ordeal triumphantly, continue 
to feed the European Powers, and take a still 
higher place in the esteem of mankind, 
Crump to the contrary notwithstanding.

The New Czar. 

The following is from an American in the 
New York Herald who had personally known the 
new Emperor and had many opportunities tu 
study his character and capacity: Alexander 
III. is just 36 years old and has been t horoughly 
trained for his present post according to Russian 
ideas. In these ideas the first essential is mili- 
tary knowledge, and be has been in active serv- 
ice in the army from his boyhood. Betore the 
late war he had already attained the rank of 
full General of Infantry and the command of 
the corps of the Guard, a picked body of troops 
numbering about fifty-three thousand men 
of all arms. He was in active serv- 
ice tbroughout the whole of the cam- 
paign on the Danube, and for this purpose 
be temporarily gaye up the command of the 
Guard and took command of two corps of the 
line, the Twelfth and Thirteenth, to whom was 
intrus ted the task of protecting the left flank 
of the army against any sorties from the vicin- 
ity of the fortresses of Rustchuk and Razgrad. 
In this way it happened that he was not present 
at the battles about Plevna nor the passage of 
the Balkans, but be bad dis full measure of 
hard fighting in a series of battles and combats, 
principal among which were Karahassanktvi, 
Abiava, Metebka, and Trisvtenik. In the last 
two battles, which took place in November, 1877, 
he signally defeated Suleiman Pasha, who had 
succeeded Méhemet Ali, and there was no 
further fighting in his front. He entered Rust- 
chuk in February, and immediately afterward 
returned to Russia, turning over his command 
to Gen. Todleben. ; 

On returning to Russia he resumed his com- 
mand of the Guard, but abouta year since he 
was promoted in the place of his uncle, Field- 
Marshal the Grand Duke Nicholas, to the most 
important military command in the Empire— 
namely: that of all the troops in the military cir- 
cumscription or department of St. Petersburg. 
This command he still retained when his father 
was killed. The civil positions which he bas 
beid have been equally bigh and important. The 
Ozar being the whole Government, there is 
neither a responsible Ministry nor legislative 
body in Russia, but there are two bodies which 
have as important functions as are possible in 
an autocratic government. These are the Grand 
Council ot the Empire,—a sort of advisory body 
to the Emperor, of which the Grand Duke Con- 
stantine is President. 

His animosity, or at least indifference, to the 
Germans, with whom his father maintained such 
intimate and cordial relations throughout his 
lifetime, is a matter of common report and be- 
lief ail over the world. It is tmpossible to quote 
absolute statements of fact in support of this 
opinion, but the opinion exists in Kussia fully 
as much as elsewhere. In a country where the 
Goverument is known only by its accomplished 
facts and does not make its opinions public, we 
can judge of the character of its ruling men 
only by these facts. All that can, therefore, be 
positively affirmed of the new Emperor is that 
be has the best of military educations, has seen 
twenty years of military service, and bas heid 
high and successful command throughout one 
of the great modern wars; in civil affairs he has 
held positions which brought no direct responsi- 


| bility; but gave him Opportunities for advice, 


discussion. and an intimate knowledge of the 
conduct of affairs. In the opinion of his people, 


no is a Russian to the core, personally in sympa- 


with Slavie and national aspirations, though 
officially obliged to repress his feeling. antago- 
nistic to German and foreign intluence, fully 
alive to the wants of his people, and in full 
sympathy with them. 

He has none of that pathetic melancholy pe- 
culiar to his father. His expression is active, 
keen, and somewhat severe. His manners arc 
quick, decided, anu occasionally brusque. He is 
not quite 80 tall as the other members of his 
fumily, being a little under six feet in hight, but 
his frame is large, thiek-set, and muscular. He 


is the first Emperor since Péter who has married 


elsewhere. than in Germany. His wife comes 
from Denmark, and she is as much liked in 
Russia us ber sister, the Princess of Wales, is in 
England. The two sisters resemble each other. 
not only ia looks, but in sweetness of character. 
His domestic life has hitherto been pure and

Value of German Immigration in Dol- 


onus — 
The Commissioner of Emigration for the 
German Empire on the 2th of February last 
submitted his report tor the year 1880 to the Ger-

1. The flourishing condition of all agricultural, 
industrial, and commercial pursuits, which offer 
the frugal-ané thrifty emigrant better occasion 
to improve his condition and to secure a home 
in a comparatively short space of time.

The fact that the better situated classes of 
Germany have, during the last fifteen months, 
begun to emigrate to the United States bas thus 
far been very reluctantly admitted by only one 
or two papers printed in Germany. But since 
the proper emigration officer of the German 
Empire admits the truth of the state- 
ment so reluctantly made, we must 
accept it as correct. A Prussian vav- 
alry officer regards the horse of greater value 
than the soldier who rides it. The Government 
gets the soldier for nothing; for the horse it Bas 
to pay money. As long as German emigration 
to the United States consisted chiefly of the poor- 
est and lowest classes no material objections 
were made; the Government only lost men, but 
no horses, Since the pecuniarily well-situated 
classes are emigrating to this country Bis- 
marck’s organs, the Nord Deutsche Allgemeine 
Zeitung and Kjasing’s Daheim. bowl against em- 
igration to North America, because now Ger- 
many not alone loses the men (soldiers) but also 
the money (horses). And here we might ask in 
what consists the value of an immigrant to the 
country of his adoption? Dr. Engel, 
the great German authority on sta- 
tistics, in his pamphlet. “The Price 
of Labor,” piaces the average cost of 
raising and educating a laborer at $40 
annually for the first five years of his existence; 
at $50 per annum for the next five years, and at 
$60 per annum for the succeeding five years, 
making a total for fifteen years of $750, which is, 
in other words, the amount necessary to pro- 
duce a laborer. to do labor in such a manner 
that the results accuring therefrom can be rec- 
ognized and vaiued in dollars and cents. Asa 
matter of course the country to which the 
emigrant moves receives the benetit of the out- 
lay in money which was necessary to raise the 
individual. Of the German emigration to the 
United States, over 75 per cent are between 
5 and # years of age, consequently 
in the prime of their vigor and life. 
greatest number of them 
rely upon the tabor of their hands for support. 
That these $750 expended in raising the labor- 
er is not too high an estimate is corroborated 
by the statement of a well-known American 
statistician, Edward Young, who places the 
value of au immigrated laborer at $800. But if 
we put the labor of a German immigrant at 
only $500, and the value of his clothing, other 
goods, and money, ete., he brings over, at only 
$100, Germany loses on 100,000 emigrants per an- 
num $10,000,000 in money and $50,000,000 in the 
value of laboring capacity, being a total loss of 
$60,000,000. According to this estimation, if we 
assume that during the last sixty years only 
4,000,000 of German immigrants came to the 
United States, Germany has lost during that 
time, from 1820 to 1880, $2,400,000,000,—a greater 
sum than the war indemnity which France was 
forced to pay to Germany, and which America 
has gained. 

Mr. JENNINGS writes to the World of Mr. 
Giadstone’s fuiling health: 

There are times, indeed, when Mr. Giadstone 
has the look of a man whose forces are nearly 
spent. His heavily-lined and holiow cheeks are 
of a deataly paleness, and a stranger meeting 
him suddenly might almost take bim for a ghost 
but for the bright, glittering eyes which no-one 
who ever looks upon that remarkable counte- 
nance will be likely to forget. Mr. Gladstone's 
eyes and Mr. Gladstone's voice are quite unlike 
the eyes and vuice of any other man to met 
with in this world, The voice, uniuckily, seems 
to be breaking fast. The immense amount of 
open-air speaking which was done during ms 
Midiothbian dampuigu must have had some effec 
upon it, and of late the change bas been very 
marked. it was certainly the most musical 
voice 1 ever heard. Sir Julius Benedict once 
said to me, as we were listening to Mr. Glad- 
atome delivering a speech, Do you know how it 
is that be speaks so well as that? use he 
studied music, and was a beautifulsinger.”” “A 
singer?" “Yes, truly—1 have beara bim sing 
the sweetest tenor you could wish to find any- 
where. Oh, it is to my art that he owes much of 
his eloquence, [ can tel! © age # But the tinest 
voice will wear out, and Mr. Gladstone has not 
allowed his to rust out. Not by any possivilit 
could he have made a mort lavisu use of the gift 
which feli to his lot when the fairies were over 
bis cradie; whether he bas always used it wisely 
ano well, the historian will perhaps be able to 
decide better than bis contemporaries. I think 
itis lord Houghton who says that Mr. Giad- 
stone’s voice exactly resembies that of William 
Pitt,—so he has been assured by those who weil 
remembered hearing Pitt in his paimy days. At 
any rate, there is no one who has a voice like it. 

Of Sir Wiliam Harcourt Mr. Jennings writes 
as follews: 

Sir Willlam Harcourt is a dashing but unsafe 
ally for any side, and be will get himself into 
trouble yet before the session is over. His t 
passion is to be perpetually attacking. few 
cheers from his audience will instantly throw 
him off his batance,—such balance as he bas,— 
and lead him to slash away to the right and left, 
regardiess of consequences. His assaults upon 
the Land- ers have been heavy, but much 
of their force is derived from the insane tactics 
of Mr. Parnell on the memorabie 3d of February 
when he determined to show himself master of 
the House of Commons, and began by endeav- 
ring to put down Mr. Gladstone. But for the 
irritation caused by this crowning exploit, Sir 
W. Harcourt would not have been able to assaii 
the Land-Leaguers from so formidable a posi- 
tion. For he is not popular in the House, and 
never can be so. His arrogance passes all de- 
scription or belief. his style of speaking is de-

The following ietter, written now nearly 
sixteen years ago, is of especial interest at 
this time: 

PRINCE GORTCHAKOFF TO MR. CLAY. 

Sr. PeTerssurc, May 16, 1865.—Mr. MINISTER: 
In informing you in the name of the Imperial 
Cabinet of the profound indignation excited by 
the assasination of the President of the United 
States, and the heartfelt sympathy which the 
American Government and people bave met 
with among us in this, their National grief, I 
was certain of having expressed the sentiment 
of his Majesty, the Emperor. 

Scarcely has my august master returned to bis 
dominions when he orders me to testify to you 
his grief at this painful event. Tried himself 
by a woful loss, which is also a cause of nation- 
al mourning for Russia, the Emperor joins in 
the unanimous which encircie the mem- 
ory of the eminent statesman snatched away so 
suddenly. and in so terrible a manner, from his 
noble career. 

His Imperial Majesty requests us. your Ex- 
celiency, to transmit to you, in bis name, the 
assurance of his living and deep sympathy with 
the family of the late Mr. Lincoln, and with his 
Excellency President Johnson. I aiso fulfilled 
the orders of my august master by informing 
you how much his Imperial Majesty bas been 
touched by the spontaneous testimonials of re- 
spect which the Federal officers bave shown to 
the memory of his dearly beioved son during 
the passage of the squadron bearing to Russia 
his mortal remains. I have already communi- 
cated to the Federal Government the thanks of 
his Imperial Majesty through his representative 
at Washington. He asks of you the favor to re- 
iterate them. 

Be assured, your Excellency, of my very dis- 
tinguished consideration. GORTCHAKOF?®.

WAR AGAIN, 

NEwcast Lx, Natal, March 16.—Operations 
have been renewed. British troops crossed 
the river during the day, a pontoon-bridge 


disastrous engagement at Majuba Mountain, 
which has been delayed in transmission, runs 
as follows: f 

“Fes. . — At 1 o’clock a terrific fire came 
from the left. All the available reserves were 
hurried up, and they answered the fire well 
for ten minutes. There were fifty men of 
the Naval Brigade, the Highlanders, and the 
Fifty-eighth firing against 200 Boers. The 
Boer, firing became very telling, and our men 
were shot down right and left. At this point 
all were exposed; no man could show his 
head without a dozen shots being fired at 
him. Our men broke in fifteen minutes. The 
officers shouted, * Rally on your right,’ which 
would bring them to the left rear, near the 
General with about fifty men. They did 
rally. and came to the crest of the hill, where 
Col. Stewart. Maj. Fraser, Capt. MacGregor, 
staff officers, and indeed every. officer pres- 
ent, with revolver and sword in hand, en- 
couraged the men by word and action. 

THE WHOLE BOER FIRE 
was. concentrated on_ the last point of de- 
fense on the left rear. The men were crowded 
behind a clump of stones; but the officers 
called and directed them to deploy — 
right and left, to prevent our being flanked. 
Our rearon the other side of the basin was only 
held by fifteen or twenty men; our direct front 
by a seore more, but they said there were not 
many ratnere. In the direct rear the 
ground was very precipitous, and none could 
scale it. It was also to a certain extent 
from cover for the enemy. The Boers evi- 
— resolved to take the — and the 
crest in detail, and all their efforts were con- 
centrated on the left. Maj. Frazer sang out, 
Men of the N „ Sonn don’t forget vour 
bayonets! Col. Stewart called to the Fifty- 
eighth, and Capt. MacGregor called to the 
Naval Brigade.

) movement as coolly as if 

at review. The men fixed bayonets, 
and, standing shoulder to shoulder in 
a semi-circle, poured a volley back for each 
of the enemy’s volleys. Numbers fell, but 
there was no shelter to which they could be 
removed. This last stand continued for ten 
minutes, and the men then ran short of am- 
munition. They only had theseventy rounds 
which they carried in their pouches. A party 
of Boers crept up to forty men holding the 
true front; the men charged with bayonets, 
but did not get within striking distance. 
ALL WERE SHOT DOWN BUT THREE OR FOUR. 
With the General and the main body there 
were not more than 100 men left. The officers 
encouraged their men to fire low, and only 


. when the Boers jumped up to fire a volley. 


and to give them the bayonet next; This was 
the last command I heard. In a moment our 

r fellows broke and rushed for crest 
n the rear: I ran with them. How any one 
gained the ridge at the rear and esca 
to the camp down a precipice, a 
steep fall of thirty feet, and then 
on over enormous boulders, stones, and bush 
for a quarter of a mile, under a storm of 
bullets raining from all sides, I do not know. 
Four men dropped by my side as I ran across 
the basin. The Boers were all round, and 
bullets came from all directions. Our brave 
fellows, panting and bleeding while retreat- 
ing, were shot down. The sound of guns 
firing from the camp was heard, and we took 
hope from the thought that the artillery were 
coming. The Boer firing ceased after half a 
dozen gun-shots. A dozen of us sheltering 
in a don several wounded, were discov- 
ered by Boers, who said they would not 
shoot us if we laid down our rifles. We did 
so, and went with the Boers up to the crest 
of the hill.

Fraser has just 
come in slightly bruised. and having been 
forty-eight hours without food. He states: 
*l escaped by the rear, and worked my way 
at nightfall through the Boers’ lines at the 
Nek.’

Dr. Mahon says, as an eye-witness, ‘ The Gen- 
eral was first wounded: then a Boer at four 
paces blew his brains out.’

SUPERCILIOUS. CONDUCT.

CALLAO, 8. A.. Feb, 10, 1881.—This even 
ing a lot of men from the United States 
ship Lackawanna who were ashore on 
liberty were arrested by the Chilians. Lieu- 
tenant-Commander D. C. Woodrow, execu- 
tive officer of the Lackawanna, went ashore 
to inquire into the matter and ascertain upon 
what grounds the men had been imprisoned. 
He, however, received great rudeness and 
insult from the commanding officer of the 
Chilian forces, and was dismissed summarily 
in a manner that excited great indignation 
among his fellow-officers., 

Fes. 11.—This morning Capt. Gillis, of the 
Lackawanna, went with his executive officer, 
Lieutenant-Commander Woodrow, to inquire 
of Col. Lynch, the Chilian Commander-in- 
Chief at Callao, the meaning of his manner 
of receiving Lieut. Woodrow last evening. 
Through Master J. S. Abbott, acting as in- 
terpreter, Capt. Gillis informed Col. Lynch 
that Lieut. Woodrow had been sent as his 
representative, officially, and under the cir- 
cumstances was entitled to be received 
courteously. In reply, however, Col Lynch 


DECLINED TO MAKE ANY EXPLANATION 
of his conduct or to offer any apology, say- 
ing that he did not care to receive Lieut. 
Woodrow, and that the Lieutenant had no 
right to expect the general officer command- 
ing the district to receive him; and, further- 
more, Capt. Gillis himself could not expect 
such a condescension on his part, and that, 
in future, he could only address him in 
writing or through Minister Christiancy. 
This second insult, more ‘pointed than the 
first, and entirely unwarranted, of course 
could not be tolerated.

SECOND- CLASS TICKETS. 

For some time past there has been consider 
able dissatisfaction expressed over the fact that 
there are no second-class passenger tickets 
for service between New York and 
Chicago a8 there are between Chicago and West- 
eru points. Under the present system a journey 
trom New York to Chicago involvés the ex- 
penditure of $20 for a limited, or $23 for an un- 
limited, first class ticket, or else the expendi- 
ture of only $13 for an emigrantticket.

HOW JUSTICE I8 DEALT OUT. 


A case of burglary was tried in the Criminal 
Court yesterday in which a State street pawu- 
broker was the principal witness for the prose- 
cution, and his knowleage was due to the fact 
that he had bought and received the 
stolen. The acensed was a colored man, who 
— good character, and there was no evi- 

nce against him except that of the pawn- 
broker and the rwho recovered the goods. 
It was seemingly a case of conspiracy to con- 
vict, and the Jury, taking this view of it, acquit- 
ted the defendant. There was no possibility of 
conviction from the start, and the

M. Bogue asa member of the Warehouse and 
Railroad Commission. We deem it a duty to ad- 
vocate Mr. Bogue’s reappointment for the rea- 
son that, as compared with bis predecessors in 
office, be has more thoroughly familiarized bim- 
self with the duties of the Commission as they 
relate to graln-inspection, and because he has 
evinced a greater desire to protect the interests 
of producers as weil as to promote the pros- 
perity of the grain trade of our city, and for the 
additional reason that by virtue of his active and 
enlightened efforts the inspection service has, 
to all interests involved, been more satisfactory 
than it was under previous administrations of the 
law which makes it the duty of the State to r- 
form the business of grain-inspecting at Chi-

STATE AFFAIRS. 


MICHIGAN, 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribuna, 

LANSING, Mich., March 16.—The Senate Judi- 
clary Committee this morning decided that, 
when Senator Rach resigns, the resignation must 
date from that day. or, in other words, there will 
be no vacancy in his district if he resigns now 
to take effect at some future day; hence he will 
resigu this week, or at furthest next Monday, in 
order to create a vacancy to be filled at the 
spring election. 

A petition is fluttering through the Capitol to- 
day praymg the President to appoint Mark 8.

It has been signed by neariy every 
member. 

Among the petitions this morning in the 
House were some strong remonstrances against 
the division of Wayne County and against the 
annexation to Detroit of territory north of the 
Mack road in Hamtramek; also, against the 
annexation of Springwelis. 

The Governor has signed the following bills: 
To change the boundaries of two towns in Em- 
mett County; toshorten the guail-kiliing sea- 
son to November and December; to amend the 
Grand Rapids School laws; to create a holiday 
to be known as Arbor Day; to change the 
method of électing the Detroit Schoot Board; 
to charter the Village of Lake View, 
Montcalm County: to amend the law relative to 
reports of manufacturt companies; to em- 
power Big Rapids to sell school property; to 
grant James McAndrews a land patent; fcr the 
election of four Justices-at-Large in Grand 
Rapids; to repeal the Lighthouse Land Condem- 
nation law; toamend the charter of Muir: to 
facilitate taking proofs in certain cases; to cre- 
ate the Town of Laketield; to authorize the 
Insurance Commissioner to surrender certain 
abstracts ot titles to the Michigan State Insur- 
ance Company of Adrian. 

In the House this morning, in Committee of 
the Whole, the question of buying Ives’ paint- 
mir of Zachariah Chandler came up, and the 
hottest kind of debate ensued, surpassing any- 
thing yet heard this session in earnestness. and, 
toward the close, in bitterness of spirit.

FINANCIAL. 


Stocks opened strong, but soon dr ooped, and 
declined several points. There was no general 
pressure of stocks for sale, but there was some 
realizing, especially ip Lackawanna. Money 
was easy. There was an almost complete ab- 
sence of rumors affecting the market. New 
York advices reported that the bears were over- 
seliing, and were rendering themselves liable to 
a sharp twist. At the close there was a slightly 
better tone.

Ratiroad earnings.—The gross earnings of the 
filinois Central decreased for February nearly 
$125,000, and the decrease for the first two weeks 
in March will be about $80,000.

This record relates 
only to stocks and bonds publiciy offered in 
Europe, and does not afford a correct account of 
the new capital placed. It indicates very clearly, 
however, that the renewed activity in railway- 
building which has commenced in various 
portions of this country has again placed our 
Republic far in advance of any other country in 
eagerness to construct extensive new railways.

And it now 
looks as if we have none too ‘much lard to go 
around outside of der Oestreichischen. 

A practical miller, writing to the Glasgow 
Herald, expatiates' at great length upon the 
causes which have brought about the ruinous 
competition of American millers with those of 
the British Islands. He cuntends that the 
English millers have negiected the most im- 
portant point in the contest for the supremacy— 
viz.: the improvement of their machinery, and 
that therefore the only reason why the Ameri- 
can producer can import and undersell his 
English competitor is that be bas the means 
through bis superior mechanical appliances to 
produce a finer grade of flour at a cost and with 
an ease which put the English miller hopelesly 
iu the background. The writer, however, claims 


that much of the American flour imported into 


England is sold at an actual loss, and advises

CANADIAN CANAL TRAFFIC. 

The annual report of the Minister of Inland 
Revenue for the year ending June 8 last, 
which has just been laid before the Dominion 
Parliament, shows no material increase in the 
traffic passing through Canadian canals over the 
preceding year. 

The revenue from tolls collected on the Wel- 
land Canal fell off 12.45 per cent. The following 
comparative statement shows the revenue de- 
rived on each class of articles on the Welland 
Canal for the years 1878-'79 and 1879-"80; also the 
increase or decrease, as the case may be:

From this statement it will be seen that out of 
the total revenue derived by the Government 
from this source, amounting to on, the 
Weliand Canal contributed $162,706, or very 
neariy one-half of the whole amount.

An Evening Spent in Discussing 
the Appropriation Bill. 


Renewal of the Old Argument Re- 
the Railroads and 
Viaducts. 


1 Spirited Discussion Concerning the Money to Be 
Spent on the City-Hall. 


The ‘Council held an adjourned meeting last 
evening, Mayor Harrison in the chair, and all 
the Aldermen present except Watkins, Burke, 
Hildreth, Purcell, Peevey, Everett, Stauber, 
and Meyer (Fifteenth). 

Ald. Barrett, by consent, handed in an order 
giving the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul per- 
mission to use their tracks ou Hawthorne ave- 
nue for freight purposes for fifteen days. 

It was passed. — 

On motion of Ald. Lawler, 

THE APPROPRIATION BILL 
was taken up. 

Ald, Swift said a mistake had been made in 
omitting $15,000 for a bridge at Jackson street. 
It was inserted.] He moved that the bill as re- 
ported by the Finance Committee be adopted.

The Chair said the city had entered into a con- 
tract with the Dearborn Observatory for stand- 
ard time, and it was necessary to make an ap- 
propriation to enable it to pay icant: it had 
agreed to.

VIADUCTS. 


The Committee, under the head of “ new 
bridges and viaducts.” recommended the follow- 
New body at State street, $15,000; at Jack- 
son street. $15,000; at Kedzie avenue, $4,700; at 
Western avenue, $3,000; total, $37,700. 
Ald. Lorenz moved to insert $146,000 for a via- 
duct at Chicago avenue and Halsted street. 
Ald. 82 said be understood that the es- 
timates were high he therefore moved to

Ald. Lawler wanted $118,256.58 more put in for 
a viaduct at Centre avenue and Sixteenth street. 
Ald. Barrett remarked that no improvement

Ala. Dixon was opposed to appropriating one 
dollar for viaducts,tor the reason that the Couu- 
cil had the Pures to compel the railroad com- 
panies to build them. He hoped a proper ordi- 
nance would be reported on the subject. 

Ald. Ballard said the companies ought to build 
them. He asked that $50,000 be allowed for one 
at Twelfth street, east of the bridge. 

Ald. Wickersham thought it the Council had 
the power it ought to exercise it. The privi- 
leges of the companies were great, and their 
stocks were high,—high enough to justify the 
8 in making them build the viaducts. 

ld. MeNuruey moved to insert $25,825 for ap- 
proaches on Carroll avenue to the Sangamon 
street viaduct. 

Aid. Swift was in favor of viaducts, but 
thought it unwise just now to make an appro- 
priation for them. The Council ought to go 
through all the items, and see how much money 
was left subject to mig oe ey The margin 
now was small. He doubted if the railroad 
companies could be compelled to build and 
maintain viaducts over their tracks. If so, he 
would vote for it. The Corporation Counsel 
should be asked for an opinion. 

Ald. Meier (Sixteenth) said the City Engineer 
had sentin an estimate fur the Chicago avenue 
viaduct, and could not figure any lower. The 
Northwestern people had agreed to pay $100,000 
if the Council had the power re- 
ferred to, it ought to have been 
exercised long ago; and the Council was blam- 
able for ao its duty. But he doubted 
the power of the Council to compel the com- 
panies which had their franchises to erect via- 
ducts. He was o to experiments, because 
they wouid result in litigation and deitay. 

Ald. Dixon defended his position, and sup- 
ported it by adverting to the present charter 
provision in relation to railroads, it uiring 
them to provide protection against injury to 
persons and property. He also quoted from the 

old charter provision, stillin force, which spe- 
cifically gives the Council power to require the 

railroad companies to construct, at their own 
expense, such bridges, tunnels, or other con- 
ventences at crossings as the Council may 
deem necessary. 
Ald. Snorey said the Council had passed, in 
Committee of the Whole, a provision in che re- 
vised ordinances which covered the wh
